Report of Swam! NirmaJaeaoda Teosple 

at 

Sree RamAristoa Narainjann Ashram* 



His Holiness Swami Nirmalanandaji, one of the 
dearest children of Bhagavan Sree Kamakrishna 
and a devoted brother of Swami Vivekananda, 
Swami Brahmananda and others, after performing 
Tapasya at Baranagore and other Mutts in Calcutta 
and also in various sacred places in the Himalayas, 
began to spread the Divine light of his Master 
throughout India and abroad, He was in America 
for more than three years from 1903 to 1906 teaching 
and preaching the doctrines of Vedanta as taught by 
Sree Kamakrishna Deva and interpreted by Swami 
Vivekananda. After returning from America, he 
spent about three years in spreading the same 
teachings in various places of North-India, In 1909 
Swami Brahmanandaji, the spiritual son of Sree 
Kamakrishna Deva, directed him to take charge of 
the Ashrama at Bangalore and to broad-cast the 
teachings of Sree Kamakrishna Deva throughout 
South-India. 
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From Bangalore the Swamiji travelled many 
times transmitting the spiritual current from his 
Master, to the needy souls and radiating the light of, 
His teachings all over India and Burma. ‘Kerala 
was his special field of work. By his inspiring 
personality, perfect practicality, supreme spirituality 
and inexhaustible strength, many were attracted to 
him, and they all found shelter at his feet. A 
number of young men of 'Kerala* were inspired with 
the spirit of renunciation by associating with him, 
and he initiated them ail into the order of Sanyasa. 
As a result of Sree Swamiji’s continuous work for 
many years, he was able to open Ashramas and 
other centres of work at Coorg, Salem, Trivandrum, 
Tiruvella, Haripad, Alleppey, Kayamkulam, 
Muttom, Palai, Kulathoor, Adu^ Arur, Neyyoor, 
Muvattupuzhai, Pudukad, Ottapalam, Calicut and 
Quilandy in South-India* In 1935, the Swamiji 
left Bangalore and spent the major part of his life 
in ‘Kerala', 

The Swamiji had established “Dakshinathya 
Ramakrishna Mandalam” by executing a Trust deed 
registered in the names of some of his Sanyasin 
disciples for the management of the Ashramas men¬ 
tioned above and for the spread of ithe spiritual 
current flowing from Sree Ramakrishna' Deva; 
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Many of the above Ashramas are under the manage¬ 
ment of the same Mandalam now. He had also 
formed an association called “Narendra Mission” for 
serving humanity in whatever way it can with the 
attitude of serving God, by the co-operation of 
Sanyasins and lay devotees. This association is also 
slowly putting its aims into practice now. After 
leaving Bangalore, the Swamiji resided at Tri¬ 
vandrum Ashrama for some time and thereafter he 
spent his last days at this Ashrama training young 

children, Brahmacharins, Sanyasins and lay-devo¬ 
tees, not only to make them spiritual, but also to 
make them perfect in every way. The Swamiji 
himself was all-sided as the illustrious Swami 
Vivekananda used to say about him. He could not 
tolerate weakness at all. He was a personification 
of energy and strength. I Inis alter leading an ideal 
Sanyasin s life for over !>.') years, spreading Sree 
Ramakrishna’s spiritual waves all over India and 
abroad, establishing institutions to carry on his 
Masters work, and giving shelter to those whosoever 
sincerely approached him, by transmitting spiritual 
current and by imparting spiritual knowledge, 
Swami Nirmalanandaji, a chela and disiple of Bha- 
gavan Sree Ramakrislma, returned to the abode of 
His Master, at his 75th year leaving behind thou- 
sands of disciples, devotees, friends, and admirers on 
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26th April 1938 (13th Medam 1113) while he was 
at Sree Eamakrishna Niranjan Ashrama, Ottapalam. 

The disciples, both monastic and lay and the 
followers of the Swamiji became puzzled, by the 
sudden disappearance of the light and guide before 
them. After some time the followers of Sree Swa- 
miji in ‘Kerala’ who were fortunate in getting this 
light of Sree Ramakrishna, as their guide to lead 
them towards Him, decided that it was their duty 
not only to carry on the work started by the Swa¬ 
miji but also to keep the light burning for ever by 
installing the divine personality and his sacred re— 
mains in a temple constructed in his memory, at the 
place of his Mahasamadhi for the inspiration and 
guidance of the present and future generations. 

On 6th December 1938, many of the disciples 
and devotees of Sri Swamiji met together at this 
Ashrama and as unanimously settledSreemat Swa¬ 
in i Sukhanandaji, the President of the “Dakshinathia 

Kamakrishna Mandalam” laid the foundation stone 
f ur a temple to be erected in memory of and to pre- 

nrrye the sacred remains of Sree Swamiji, At that 

fiine, no funds had been collected for the purpose, 

1 lie meeting appointed Swami ‘Nirmalananda Tern- 

I'lc Committee’ as shown on the front page for 

* olk cting funds and for carrying on the work as 
tjtiickly as possible. 
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This committee decided that the shrine should 
be on the model of that erected at Belur Math Cal¬ 
cutta for Swami Vivekanandaji and others and esti¬ 
mated the cost to be about Rs. 5000/-. The com* 
mittee issued an appeal for funds to all friends* 
devotees and disciples of Sree Swamiji and entrusted 
the building work with proper hands and also made 
arrangements for collection of funds. 

The foundation and basement of the building 
was constructed in a few days as there was already 
a small amount subscribed by some devotees to be 
used for the work. Then the workers concerned, 
took about three month’s^time to make a survey, as 
to how much they would be able to collect by per¬ 
sonal visits to various places and also by correspond¬ 
ence. This survey helped them to make certain 
modifications in the proposed plan of the building 
just to suit the expected amount of contributions 
Within this period some more amounts were re¬ 
ceived. Thus the work was started again some time 
in April 1939. Since then, the construction work 
was being continued till it is ready for installation 
now. Friends and devotees, from various places 
have helped the work, as we can see from the list 
of donors appended herein. Swami Vishadananda 
'was put in charge, and he with the co-operation of

Swami Muraharananda and Swami Amalananda 
carried on the work, adjusting himself financially 
to the circumstances, without waiting for a moment 
to think as to how to continue the work when the 
funds had become exhausted. It is worth mentioning 
that by the grace of Sree Ramakrishna and by the 
co-operation of friends, the work was continued on, 
although at times the progress was slow. The prices 
of building materials have gone very high due to the 
war, but this work had to suffer only a little as most 
of the materials had been purchased before the war, 
I )ue to the cheap labour of the locality and personal 
services, most of the items of the work had been got 
executed very cheap except cement plastering and 
flooring for which experts had to be engaged* On 
flu whole, the temple is a beautiful small octagonal 
building with an octagonal shrine, and Verandah 
around, with pillars and ornamental arches, monior 
< riling, bedroom on the upper story, terrace around 
willi decorative domes on all corners and iri between 
them ornamental railings of re-inforced concrete 
and also a monior dome over the main room.

Up to-date receipt of contributions amounts 
to about Rs, 3000/- and expenditure for the temple 
construction alone comes to Rs. 2635/- as shown 
in the accounts appended herein It is esti¬ 
mated that a sum of Rs, BOO/- will be needed 
to meet the expenses of the Installation cere¬ 
mony. The balance in hand m being utilized 


for the Installation. As the accounts had to be 
closed on 10—12—39 for printing the report, the 

total receipts and expenditures could not be shown 
in the appended statememt Details of receipts 
hereafter and the expenditures for the Installation 
will be published in the monthly journal 
“Prabuddha Keralam” in due course. 
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Most of the disciples and devotees of the Swa~ 
miji had a desire to instal a marble statue of Sree 
Swamiji along with his sacred remains. But, for 
want of funds, this idea had to be postponed for the 
present. There are some other minor items also to 
be attended to in regard to tne temple building. It 
is hoped that some of Sree Swamiji’s devotees 
will come forward and carry out these portions as 
n sacred duty. 

To-day,— the auspicious day of 25th December 
1939—we have installed the Divine Personality of 
our Master, in the new temple consecrated to him. 
1 ,et us all be sure that the Swamiji lives and radiates 
die divine light f-ar and wide, and inspires us with 
the divine knowledge, and the spirit of sacrifice and 
service from this temple, out of our sincere devotion 

;im l faith. It is needless to say that we are unable 
to honour him with a fitting memorial. But we 
l.uuw that he is full of love and mercy and that 
li,. , s pleased with us with our humble offerings. 
Mav he be pleased to grant us strength, enlighten- 
n. nt and guidance! 

The Swamiji was an embodiment of spiritual 
Halil and strength and also compassion for the 
.,ul|rimg poor. Pie could not bear to see the 
uiif i iii/'s of poor people. Undoubtedly, if he is to 
live mid fill the atmosphere of the temple with his 
spirit and perfection, this place must be made a 
«!>< Hi ) lor the suffering poor also. Just to try to do 
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whatever is possible in this line, the “Swami Nirma- 
lanantla Free Dispensary” has been opened in his 
memory, very recently here. A report of the work- 
■ n ff this institution since its inception in June 
Just, is also appended hereunder. 

Although no pressure was given to anybody, 
Sree Swamiji’s disciples, devotees and friends of 
Kerala, Coorg, Bangalore, Nelloore, Rangoon, 
Bengal and other places have voluntarily offered 
their oblations at the feet of Sri Swamiji, in this 
-sacred work. It is certainly, the duty of all 
connected with him to co-operate and try to pre¬ 
serve and worship his holy relics. Yet, in the 
capacity of Members of the Swami Nirmalananda 
Temple Committee, our thanks are due to all those 
who have helped the work, by sending contributions, 
by collecting from others and. also by co-operating 
and sympathising with the work in all ways. 

It is only once in’thousands of years that per¬ 
sonalities like Sri Ramakrishha incarnate for the 
good of the world. Associates of such Incarnations 
do also appear with them-only. We are all fortunate 
in seeing such a person, having him in our midst, 
and serving him in whatever capacity we could. At 
last, we, have tried to do our duty of holding his 
memory in reverence, according to our humble mite. 
May Sree Ramakrishna Paramahamsa Deva, who 
by His life and teachings proclaimed the message of 
Universal love and tolerance among all religions, 
shower His grace and Blessings on us to serve Him 
throughout this life and hereafter.

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In this Dispensary all patients are attended to 

and treated free without any distinction of caste or 
creed. The well-known Ayurvedic physician, 

Sreeman E. Chenan Vaidyar of Ottapalam, regular¬ 
ly attends the Dispensary every day, free of charges. 

Drugs are prepared in the dispensary itself, with 
best and pure medicines, strictly according to the 

prescriptions of Ayurveda by voluntary workers. 
Although it is only a few months, since this institu¬ 
tion has come into existence, the daily attendance 
of patients has risen at times up to forty and even 

above. About 1500 new cases have been treated 
during the first half of the period, and it is most gra- 

tifying to note that almost all these treatments have 
been found successful. Patients from six and seven 

miles distant places also come to this Dispensary. 

During the period of six months from 7th June 
to 31st November 1939, the total receipts from sym¬ 
pathetic friends of the poor people as monthly sub*

come to Rs. 156/- as shown in the statement given
